LYDD airport bosses have called 
on Shepway council to make a final 
decision on its proposed expansion. 

Managing director Cliff Spink says the 
airport “can’t afford to wait any longer” after 
handing in the last of a number of submissions 
for its two applications, stretching back to 
December 2006. 

However, protestors say the airport’s claim 
that more than 300 jobs could be generated by 
the development is overridden by the poten¬ 
tially greater human and environmental cost. 

Mr Spink warned that the council had to act 
quickly to approve the new terminal building 
and runway extension. 

He said: “In the current climate, companies 
need to react swiftly to business opportunities 
in order to survive. Unemployment in Shepway 
has risen by almost 50 per cent in the past 12 
months and things are likely to get worse 
before they get better.” 

About the potential impact on the protected 
habitats that surround the airport, Mr Spink 
said: “We fully understand the impacts of 
expanding the airport’s capacity and we have 
set out how we can manage those impacts sat¬ 
isfactorily, while also improving prosperity and 
well-being for the human inhabitants of 
Dungeness.” 

However, Louise Barton of anti-expansion 
group LAAG said the development could jeop¬ 
ardise employment prospects in the area. 

Nearby Dungeness power station already 
opposes the plans on safety grounds and Ms

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WAIT FOR IT: A Government response to the High Court's ruling on Gurkha rights is overdue 

Injunction lodged 
in lengthy battle 
for Gurkha rights 


GURKHA campaigners 
were at the High Court yes¬ 
terday (Tuesday) to force 
the Government to intro¬ 
duce new laws on veterans’ 
rights to settle in the UK. 

No progress has been made since 
the landmark ruling on September 
30 last year when a judge ruled the 
current policy of excluding those sol¬ 
diers who retired before July 1997 
permission to stay was unlawful. 

The Government was given three 
months to come up with new rules, 
but so far nothing has emerged. 

Papers calling for an injunction to 
force the issue have been lodged with 
the court and a date set for 
Wednesday next week, when a deci¬ 
sion will be made. 

Joanna Lumley, whose father 
fought alongside the Nepalese sol¬ 
diers during the Second World War, 
said: “The ruling on September 30 
last year was clear. 

“The way that successive govern¬ 
ments have treated Gurkhas who 
retired before 1997 is truly offensive 
and a stain on our national character. 

“These are men who have served in 
the British Army, sometimes for 20 
years and more.

“Many have seen active service 
and some have won our country’s 
highest honours for valour and serv¬ 
ice, yet the Government claims they 
‘do not have a strong enough link to 
the UK’ to have the right to live here 
with us in the land they have defend¬ 
ed with such loyalty. 

“The almost spiritual reaction to 
our campaign shows beyond doubt 
that the Gurkhas are loved and will 
be welcomed by the people of 
Britain.” 

Shepway councillor and Gurkha 
Justice campaigner Peter Carroll 
said after the papers were handed in: 
“It’s another step in a very long road. 

“It’s like football, you can get some 
very unpredictable results, but we’re 
hoping the pressure will be enough 
to get the Government to announce 
its new policy before Wednesday. 

“Joanna has been scathing in her 
criticism of the MoD. 

“Last year, more than 250,000 peo¬ 
ple signed our petition within six 
weeks calling on the Government to 
allow all British Army-retired Gurk¬ 
has to have the right to live in Britain.

with the 2,000 needed to construct 
the reactor, would potentially be 
under threat. 

She said: “It might produce 300 jobs 
in net terms, but there would be a 
loss of employment on the Marsh 
during the summer due to lost 
tourism. Dymchurch would be direct¬ 
ly under the flightpath of Boeing 737 
jets, only 800ft above the ground.” 

She referred to the recent attempt 
by Thanet’s Manston airport to 
become a transport hub and said: “It’s 
ludicrous to have competing airports 
less than 50 miles from each other, in 
a fragile economy, while wrecking the 
environment in the process.” 

A Shepway spokesman said it was 
too early to set a date for the final 
meeting, but it could be early in the 
summer. 

The council’s planning manager 
Chris Lewis said: ‘We take seriously 
the points raised about the potential 
economic benefits of the airport pro¬ 
posals, but this is only one aspect that 
has to be considered. 

“There are other important issues, 
like those relating to aircraft noise 
and the potential impact on ecologi¬ 
cal sites of national and international 
importance.” 

Man charged with

geothermal system

A CHURCH congregation forced to 
endure freezing services hopes to 
receive a blessing in the form of a 
pioneering new heating system. 

St Stephen’s Church in Lympne, which dates 
from Norman times, has to rely on electric 
heaters mounted high up on the walls which 
frequently break down. 

But now fund-raising has begun in earnest to 
help pay for a £100,000 geothermal system 
which will heat the ancient building naturally 
without any running costs, making it the first 
church in Kent to introduce the system. 

Kevin Brown, the church member who is over¬ 
seeing the work, described the process as being 
“like a refrigerator in reverse” and says he 
expects it to have a big impact on attendances. 

He said: “It’s been cold throughout the winter 
and sometimes it’s hard to persuade older 
members of the congregation to turn up. 

“The heaters only seem to be effective when 
you’re sitting directly below them and they’re 
not very good. But this new system puts the 
heat where the people are, rising from the floor 
upwards, and not wasting it. 

“If it’s a nice, warm environment, more people 
are going to be inclined to come. We have a con¬ 
gregation of about 40 each week and reach our 
capacity of more than 100 for weddings and 
Christenings. The enthusiasm’s already there 
from newly-married couples who come back on 
a regular basis, so we are bucking the trend.” 

The innovative scheme involves drilling four 


112-metre-deep boreholes in the churchyard. 

These are connected to a heat-pump in the 
old underground boiler-house and the extracted 
heat is then circulated through a new stone 
floor via coiled pipes at about 45°C. 

The new flooring slabs and the structure of 
the building act as a big storage-heater, with 
the heating always on. 

Mr Brown says he expects the system to last 
80 years, with the heat-pump the only part 
which would need servicing. 

The heating is part of a wider refurbishment 
of the church which includes new electrics, 


improved lighting, an audio system, remodelled 
kitchen and toilets. The total cost is expected to 
be in the region of £270,000. 

The church has already received one grant of 
£32,442 and is waiting on the outcome of two 
other applications totalling £60,000, but work 
cannot start until approval is given. 

As part of the fund-raising efforts a bam 
dance is being held at Lympne village hall on 
Saturday, March 28.

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Sacked after 
sex messages 
to girl pupil 


Troops get on with 
the job but miss 
home and family 


A SCHOOL has sacked an employ¬ 
ee who was exchanging “inappro¬ 
priate” messages with a pupil. 

Student manager Graham 
Barlow, 56, was dismissed by Pent 
Valley Technology College in 
Folkestone after being forced to 
hand over his mobile phone which 
contained incriminating evidence. 

A national newspaper reported 
last week he had sent 100 text mes¬ 
sages of an “inappropriate and sex¬ 
ual nature” and that he had formed 
a close relationship with the girl. 

Head-teacher Mario Citro said, 
contrary to The Sun’s report, it was 
the school that noticed something 
was not right with the girl and con¬ 
cerns were raised by staff. 

Barlow was interviewed and told 
to hand over his phone, while police 
and social services were contacted. 

Mr Citro told Yourshepway the 
school had acted swiftly. 

He said: “The police praised us 
because without the phone the 
investigation would not have been 
a success. 

“There was enough information 
for me to terminate his contract.” 

Mr Citro said Barlow was at Pent 
Valley prior to his appointment as 
head in 2006 and had been vetted 
by police at the time. 


THE Folkestone-based Gurkhas 
fighting in Afghanistan are never 
very far from the front line, writes 
reporter Nick Ames. 

Patrols leave the remote Patrol 
Base Minden, in Helmand Province, 
knowing they have a good chance of 
encountering the Taliban enemy, 
whose forward area of operations is 
just 100 metres away. 

The troops travel on foot and in 
armoured Jackal vehicles, which 
provide some protection against 
improvised explosive devices (IED) - 
roadside bombs. 

But they are not invulnerable, as 
Corporal Sajan Limbu found in 
November. 

“An IED went off underneath my 
vehicle and blew it into the air,” he 
said. “We were out on patrol and the 
blast just hit us. 

“As soon as it happened I was on 
the ground and I rolled away. Then I 
checked my body to find out if it was 
still all there. 

“I thought I may have lost some¬ 


thing - but I was OK.” His comrade, 
Cpl Aijan Limbu, was in a Jackal fol¬ 
lowing behind. 

“There was so much smoke and 
dust, it was difficult to see what 
actually happened,” he said. 

“At first we thought it was an 
attacker - then we realised it was an 
IED. For about three seconds every¬ 
thing seemed to stop, but then we all 
rushed over to help.” 

Cpl Aijan Limbu had a father who 
was a Gurkha soldier and his broth¬ 
er also served. 

“It’s a family tradition I am proud 
to continue,” he said. “It’s OK out 
here, we are getting the job done. 
But what I miss about my home in 
Folkestone is my wife and children. 

“I have two daughters - one is two 
years old and the other is one. They 
are called Abismre and Garema and 
I miss then terribly. 

“But I have a job to do and that’s to 
go on recce [reconnaissance]. We are 
the people who look the enemy right 
in the face.”

Excavation to uncover what 
life was like in the trenches 
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Crackdown on drivers who fail to 
wear a a seatbelt Search 'seatbelts'

THE sights and smells of the First 
World War are to be recreated with 
the excavation of the trenches at 
Shorncliffe later this month. 

Military experts are coming to the historic 
site in Sandgate, where both Montgomery and 
Sir John Moore devised tactics still in use by 
the Army today, to oversee the survey. 

Archaeologist David Kenyon and historian 
Andrew Robertshaw, who has appeared on 
Channel Four show Time Team, will be there 
to see what can be unearthed from the dig. 

Chris Shaw, of the Shorncliffe Redoubt 
Preservation Society, said the aim was to 
“measure, map and survey” the trenches as 
well as educate the younger generation about 
their wartime ancestors. 

He said: “This project is one of a number 


across Europe in the run-up to the big centen¬ 
ary in 2014 and we want to explore the beauty 
and genius of the trenches, to have them fully 
restored and working. 

“We estimate there are about 600 schools or 
18,000 pupils within our catchment area which 
would come down to see them. 

“I was speaking to someone at the Carriere 
Wellington army museum in Arras and he told 
me that while they were at the 'end’ of the story, 
we in Folkestone are at the beginning. 

“These are the only trenches this side of the 
Channel and it would give youngsters a first¬ 
hand experience of what it must have been like 
during the war, saving them having to go across 
to the Continent.” 

The society is to eventually take possession 
of the Redoubt and heritage park from the 
Ministry of Defence. It hopes to host re¬ 
enactments and ‘living history’ events at the site. 

The barracks at Shorncliffe, renamed after 
Sir John Moore, are still in use by the Gurkhas 
today, but the Redoubt was left in disrepair

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Town hall plans to cancel lift lease 


'a slap in face' for refit fund-raisers 


PLANS for the restoration of the 


Leas Cliff carriage have been 
thrown into doubt after a Shepway 
council cabinet agenda revealed 
plans to terminate its lease. 

The last item listed for today’s meeting 
(Wednesday) has been classified as exempt 
from the public, with the heading ‘Leas Lift 
Termination - Non Key Decision’. 

Paper copies are not even widely available to 
all councillors, who have to view an online ver¬ 
sion instead, while the cited background report 
to the lease is also not available. 

Now campaigners fear that, having almost 
reached the £25,000 needed to restore the car¬ 
riage to its former glory, plans for it to play a 
central part in Folkestone’s seafront restoration 
could be scuppered. 

Lynne Beaumont, leader of the Liberal 
Democrat group on Shepway council, said: 

“Local people have raised thousands towards 
the restoration of the Leas lift, which is a well- 
known and popular landmark.

“To terminate the lease now would be a huge 
slap in the face for the fund-raisers who have 
worked so hard and all those who have donated. 

“To bury this item on an agenda which is not 
even routinely circulated to all councillors and 
to hear the discussion in secret without consult¬ 
ation or information in advance is a disgrace. 

“Only ten members of the cabinet have been 
given the relevant reports. All other councillors 
have to apply for copies online. 

“Shepway council should be honest about the 
position of the lease and work to retain it on the 
best possible terms for the preservation of the 
lift and the benefit of the town.” 

A council spokeswoman said the appeal was 
only for the restoration of the old lift carriage, 
rather than of the Leas lift service, and no 
decision had been made about where the car¬ 
riage would go. 

She said: “The report going to cabinet 
looks at the council’s future lease arrange¬ 
ments for the Leas lift.

Ex-detective jailed over child porn 


A FORMER policeman has been sentenced 
to 12 months in prison after almost 50 
images of child abuse were found on his 
mobile phone. 

Thomas Peter Simmons, 61, of Kingsnorth 
Gardens, Folkestone, admitted making inde¬ 
cent images of children. 

The former detective sergeant was charged 
in August last year with six offences of mak¬ 
ing indecent images of children, three offences 
of distributing indecent images of children 
and one offence of sending obscene communi¬ 
cations over a telecommunications network. 

Detective Chief Inspector Paul Fother- 
ingham, from Kent Police’s Public Protection 
Crime Unit, said: “Downloading images of 


children being subjected to real-time abuse is 
as severe an offence as the real-time abuse 
those children are suffering. 

“These type of offences will be not tolerated 
and Kent Police will continue to bring offend¬ 
ers before the courts irrespective of their back¬ 
ground or standing within the community.” 

Officers found mobile phones which were 
used to access the images online at 
Simmons’s address. Overall, he was found to 
have 49 indecent images of children. 

The images ranged from levels 1 to 4, with 
5 being the most serious, depicting sadism or 
bestiality with children. 

He was found with 21 images at level 1, two 
images at level 2,11 at level 3 and 15 at level 4. 


“Although the report contains information 
that is financially and commercially sensitive, 
we can confirm that Cabinet will be considering 
terminating its lease with the owners of the lift, 
the Radnor Estate. 

“This does not mean that Folkestone will lose 
its water-balance lift, it simply means that the 
council, which every year faces huge annual 
costs to keep the lift running, might not be the 
body responsible for its future operation and 
maintenance.” 

Jack Gill, of the 1890 Leas Lift Step Carriage 
Restoration Appeal, said it was a “unique” part 
of Folkestone’s heritage and did not rule out 
negotiating with the Radnor Estate to continue 
the project should the lease be given up. 

The carriage has been waiting in storage at 
Ash for the past two and a half years until the 
appeal team receives assurances over what 
position the carriage will occupy on the 
seafront. 


Howard on board 


at third company 


SHEPWAY MP Michael Howard has 
joined the board of Helphire, a personal 
injury and car accident claims group. It 
brings his board portfolio to three. 

The appointment comes as Mr Howard 
prepares to step down as the district’s 
Parliamentaiy representative at the next 
general election. 

As a former barrister, he brings his own 
experience in injury claims to the group. 

Mr Howard is also a director at security 
group Amteus and Northern Racing, 
according to the Financial Times. 

The news comes amid rumours about 
whether he could be made a peer and 
called up to serve in a possible future 
Cabinet under David Cameron. 

The Folkestone and Hythe MP employed 
the current Toxy leader as his political 
adviser when he was Home Secretary and 
speculation is rife in party circles that he 
could be making a comeback.

Council looks for service to 
help those paying in cash 

A NEW way to help people who choose to pay 
their bills with cash is being explored by 
Shepway council. 

At a Cabinet meeting last month it was 
resolved that a third-party contractor be found 
to operate in post offices, shops and other busi¬ 
nesses to help those who use hard currency, 
as an alternative to the cashiers currently 
found in council offices. 

These would handle a variety of payments 
including council tax and housing rent, as 
well as one-off services such as bulky waste 
collection and buying garden sacks. 

This comes despite an increase in the num¬ 
ber of the district’s residents who choose to pay 
by direct debit, telephone or online via the 
council’s website. 

Machines 

A report prepared in advance of the 
Cabinet’s meeting said: “Improving service to 
customers is one of the council’s strategic 
objectives and our vision is for easy access to 
high-quality, cost-efficient services. 

“Over the last few years, we have seen an 
increase in the number of customers paying 
council bills via the internet, over the tele¬ 
phone and by direct debit. 

“However, there are still a considerable 
number of people who want, or need, to pay 
their bills in cash and therefore pay in person.” 

Other options available to the council includ¬ 
ed continuing with the in-house cashiering serv¬ 
ice or replacing them with payment machines. 

But it was agreed a third-party service 
would help meet the council’s objectives of 
providing greater access and convenience to 
customers, would aid local post offices and 
other small businesses and represent good 
value for money. 

A contractor will be chosen in June and it is 
hoped the new, improved service can be intro¬ 
duced by December 2009 at the latest.

Climate change warning 
from feathered friends

CLIMATE change is having a 
clearly detectable impact on some 
species of bird already struggling 
to survive in Kent. 

This month a group of scientists published 
findings that comprise the first indicator of the 
impact of climate change on wildlife across 
Europe. 

The scientists say they show a strong link 
between the already-observed population 
changes of individual species and the project¬ 
ed range alterations associated with climate 
change among common European birds. 

By pulling both sets of data together, the 
team has compiled an indicator showing how 
climate change is affecting wildlife. 

Willow tit, wood warbler and lesser spotted 
woodpecker are all in the top ten worst¬ 
performing European species. All three still 
breed in south-east England, but at a dwin¬ 
dling number of sites. 

However, the region’s proximity to mainland 
Europe means it will be one of the first parts 
of the UK to see other species attempting to 
extend their range as our climate changes. 

Cetti’s warbler, which already breeds in 
Kent, is likely to increase its range, while the 
goldfinch, still a common bird here, is set to 
become more numerous. 

The exotic-looking hoopoe is likely to extend 
its range to these shores, as are Sardinian and 
subalpine warblers and the European bee- 

Hester Phillips, of RSPB South East, said: 
“While we may soon start to see colourful and 
exotic-looking hoopoes and bee-eaters in the 
country more frequently, this paper shows us

that, on the whole, climate change is bad news 
for wildlife.” 

The RSPB’s Dr Richard Gregory is the 
paper’s lead author. He said: ‘We hear a lot 
about climate change, but this shows its 
effects are being felt right now The number of 
species being badly affected outnumber the 
species that might benefit by three to one. 

“Although we have only had a very small 
actual rise in global average temperature, it is 


staggering how much change we are noticing 
in wildlife populations. If we don’t take our 
foot off the gas now, our indicator shows there 
will be much worse to come. We must keep 
global temperature rise below the two-degree 
ceiling. Anything above this will create havoc.” 

Of the 122 species surveyed, 30 are antici¬ 
pated to increase their range, while the 
remaining 92 are anticipated to decrease 
theirs.

Deadly serious 
about dangers of 
high-speed track 

A CAMPAIGN urging youngsters to stay 
away from the high-speed line which runs 
across the county is warning trespassers 
that trains can now run at more than 
180mph. 

Schools and youth groups across Kent 
will be shown a DVD about the dangers 
posed by trains travelling between London 
St Pancras and the Channel Tunnel at 
Folkestone. 

Locos can reach more than double the 
speed of domestic rail services along the 
high-speed track. 

Network Rail and British Transport 
Police said they were aiming to prevent a 
needless tragedy by alerting young people 
to the dangers. 

Trains running on the 66-mile line can 
cover more than 80 metres a second and 
take more than a minute to come to a 
standstill from maximum speed. 

The 12-minute DVD features a series of 
demonstrations by the ‘Trainiacs’ which 
show how much turbulence the locos create, 
how quiet they are and what would happen 
if someone were to be struck by one. 

Ch Supt Mark Newton said: “Trespassing 
on or interfering with the railway is 
extremely dangerous and you could end up 
with a criminal record. 

“Penalties range from fines to a prison 
sentence. However, the greatest deterrent 
should be the fact that you could be serious¬ 
ly injured or even lose your life.”

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Fishmongers push the boat out 

Tuck into fish of the day to help keep trade afloat

IF YOU time your visit to parts 
of our coastline just right, you can 
catch a glimpse of a trade which 
has defined so much of our county 

With the crunch of shingle under foot, the 
sight of fishing boats being pulled up on to 
the shore remains an impressive sight. 

And as the nets are gathered up and the 
boxes of fish are unloaded, you are remind¬ 
ed just how rich the waters which surround 
this county are. 

From the round fish of bass, red mullet, 
dog fish and cod in the winter to the flat fish 
of Dover sole, dabs, plaice and lemon sole in 
the summer, the harvest is an ever changing 
feast of tastes and sensations. 

And that’s before examining the shellfish 
which has put the likes of Whitstable and its

Andy Cooke has run Griggs fish¬ 
mongers in Hythe for the last ten 
years. A chef by profession, working 
at some of the top London restau¬ 
rants, he moved from the kitchens to 
the coal face to take over the day-to- 
day running of a company which has 
fished the south coast shores for 
more than 130 years. 

His is the classic business - a stone’s 
throw from the sea’s edge, the fish makes a 
journey of just yards from boat to shop. 

He explains: “If you’re lucky enough, you 
can time it just right that you come here as 
the fish is being off-loaded from the boats. 

“You can, if you like, actually select what 
you want while the fish are still flapping. 
It’s not always the best solution as fish, like 
meat, needs to relax slightly and should be 
left a few hours, but people like the idea of 
selecting it when it’s that fresh.” 

And, quite frankly, who can blame them? 

Varieties 

Kent’s coastline is teeming with life that 
has sustained local fisherman for years. But 
it is no easy task and in recent years, EU fish¬ 
ing quotas has made a tough job even harder. 
The tight limits on the numbers of fish being 
caught is both frustrating and hard-hitting 
on their bottom line. 

“It is hard for fisherman to make a living 
given the quotas,” explains Mr Cooke, 

“And we have to look at fishing other vari¬ 
eties of fish. Which makes it more interest¬ 
ing. We explain to customers about what 
else is on offer and we are always happy to 
advise on how best to cook varieties per¬ 
haps they have not tried before.” 

The impact on fishing families has, at 
times, been harsh. They still exist but are 
something of a declining breed. Which is 
why it is, as an industry, desperate to 
encourage the folk of Kent to shop local.

Mr Cooke adds: “We have to go 
back maybe 30 or 40 years to how 
people used to shop. You always 
shopped locally, you shopped for 
freshness and you shopped daily 
“Keeping it local keeps the local 
economy alive and it’s not travelling 
a million miles. Everyone is aware of 
food miles.” 

The scale of the investment too is 
quite remarkable. Griggs employs 
around 13 staff, with boats fishing 
Hythe, Dungeness, Folkestone and 


from 

Whitstable. 

It is a big commitment, but this is the 
local economy at a grassroots scale. Every 
pound invested in its products, filters back 
into the county’s economy. And in this day 
and age, every penny helps. 

“If you have a fine fish like a turbot 
brought in on the Hythe coast here, why the 
hell would you import something from 
around the world?” says Mr Cooke.

Dancers bringing health 
benefits within reach

THE health benefits of dance have 
been explored at a public seminar 
at the Sidney De Haan Research 
Centre. 

The event, at the University Centre 
Folkestone, in the town’s Mill Bay, included a 
presentation and a hands-on interactive ses¬ 
sion with a professional dance instructor. 

Guest speakers were led by Sophie Amstell, 
of Hampshire Dance, a regional agency which 
organises projects, performances, training and 
classes and is a partner in Youth Dance 
England in the South East. 

She was joined by Laura Blazy and Ashley 
McGill, of contemporary dance company 
Laban, to talk about the impact of dance on 
the health and fitness of 11- to 14-year-olds, 
based on their own research. 

Ms Amstell said ahead of the seminar: “Until 
2005, research of this kind had never been 
undertaken in the UK and proved to be high¬ 
ly successful in providing robust evidence 
for the health benefits of dance for young 
people. 

“Three years on and Hampshire Dance and 
Laban are again working together on a new 
youth dance and health project. 

“This seminar will provide an opportunity to 
hear about the significance of the research and 
subsequent developments within the youth 
dance and health field.” 

Afterwards a practical session led by Nina 
Atkinson, artistic director of Loop Dance 


Company, gave the audience a taste of creative 
dance and an insight into how it can inspire 
children in schools. 

Ms Amstell has seven years’ experience in 
arts education and worked as both a lead 
dance practitioner and community arts man¬ 
ager within education, as well as having free¬ 
lance contracts for Brighton Festival, Brighton 
Dome and Brighton and Hove council. 

She is now Youth Dance England’s strategy 
manager for the South East, based at 
Hampshire Dance, working on the develop¬ 


ment of dance both in and outside schools 
across the region. 

The seminar is one of a series of workshops 
being held in music, art and health at the 
Sidney de Haan centre. 

On Tuesday, May 5, Maya Twardzicki, a 
health advisor with East Surrey Primary Care 
Trust, talks on how drama and comedy can 
promote mental health and challenge stigma. 

Later that month, theatre director Polly 
Wright will speak about the uses of drama in 
professional training and research.

Time to stop Dover-bashing 
and educate the ignorant 


“DOVER? Urrgh!” 

How many times have you heard that 
response when asked where you come from? It 
is a real conversation-stopper in parts of the UK 
- and especially the more self-regarding parts of 
Kent. It’s as if you had just uttered an obscenity. 

If only it ended there. The stereotyping and 
level of prejudice that as a Dovorian you have 
to endure can leave you feeling punch-drunk. 

We all know the score in this part of Kent 
and are hardly blind to its faults. But the level 
of negativity towards Dovorians has reached 
epidemic proportions. It is the deriding of a 
whole community that has suffered far more 
than its fair share of heartache and setbacks. 

Kicking people when they are down is pret¬ 
ty nasty behaviour. 

Let us dig a little deeper. What is so unique¬ 
ly bad about the town? What makes it so much 
worse than other run-down seaside areas? 

I could not help but notice the marked 
change in perception of Dover at the time of 


the asylum-seeker crisis in the late 90s. Probe 
the reasons for the knee-jerk disgust towards 
Dover and you get comments like “I wouldn’t 
go there - that’s where all the asylum-seekers 
are” or “it’s full of foreigners!” (sic). 

Pardon? These comments reveal many 
things, including a woeful level of ignorance 
about the situation in Dover that is at least 
ten years out of date. 

If there is a problem with community relations 
here, I have not noticed. And why should Dover 
not have an ethnic minority population like 
eveiywhere else? In fact, such remarks betray 
the disowned racism of those who speak them. 

I think the attitudes I have described reveal 
a fundamental truth about human nature: 
people like to look down on others to make 
themselves feel better. 

Dover-bashing has become the UK’s new 
bloodsport. It is a classic case of what psychol¬ 
ogists call ‘projection’ - imagining your own 
flaws in someone else. 

By pigeonholing Dover as the fulcrum of 


racism which it so clearly is not, it becomes the 
focus of other areas’ disowned bigotry. The 
hypocrisy really rankles. 

As someone who cares about the town and 
its future, please don’t point out to me its 
faults as I am all too painfully aware of them. 
But that does not give people the right to mark 
you down as a second-class citizen on the basis 
of where you come from. 

For a town that is struggling desperately to 
get back on its feet, the endless torrent of criti¬ 
cism is unhelpful and just demoralises everyone. 

And next time someone expresses disgust at 
your home town, maybe think about re¬ 
educating them - and think about where the 
‘disgust’ comes from. 

Let’s move on.

No motivation at home 

I would like to comment on the article 
Working out how to cut costs from home’ in 
last week’s Beat The Crunch supplement. 

It concerned the percentage of people now 
working out at home. 

It cited “gym membership costing around 
£500”, but that seems excessive to me. 

There will always be a proportion of the 
community who will work out at home and 
get great results. I have met many of them 
and am friends with some of them, but then 
their jobs are very active jobs, so training at 
home to tone up is easy for them. 

But the great many of us will still have to 
rely on either a personal trainer or gym 
membership to get fit and keep fit. 

The £500-a-year memberships are mainly 
pointed at ‘chain’ organisations which charge 
an extortionate amount of money to join 
what is actually a health club. 

This is not a gym where you will get good 
advice, help or encouragement to train 
harder. The staff are salespeople and there to 
sell memberships. 

Yes, they know their products, but how to 
train, what to use, a training plan - they 
have no idea. And they mention the word 
‘discount’ because you only want to use the 


gym and nothing else - then you get the 
stony face and the matter-of-fact comment of 
‘There is one price, no discounts - if you don’t 
like it, go elsewhere’. And I did. 

These are not the sorts of places to grunt, 
groan and swear when trying to push that 
last rep on the bench-press, as you will more 
than likely be told to leave. 

These health clubs are excellent if you 
intend to spend seven days a week there 
utilising every bit of your membership per 
month in all their facilities, but they are 
useless if you only want to use a gym. 

I bought a £3,000-plus multigym in 
September last year with the intention of 
doing a Body For Life challenge. The 
inspiration to do the challenge comes from 
reading the book, but your energy, willpower 
and inspiration to do it in practice, by 
yourself, does not. 

I found the supposed 45-minute workout - 
to build strength and muscle, lose fat and 
get the six-pack - took almost five hours 
sometimes due to distractions from family, 
telephone calls, emails, the postman, the dog 
wanting a walk and so on. Plus there is only 
so much machinery you can buy. 

You could buy something deemed a bargain 
- like my exercise bike, which is excellent but 
so uncomfortable - whereas the recumbent 
version in the gym is great. 

I have a friend who is loaded, for want of a 
better word, and has had a three-car garage 
converted into his own gym. The equipment 
cost him thousands of pounds and is just for 
his own use. His wife won’t use the 
equipment because it scares her, so she joined 
a gym instead. 

So did he, after just six months, and it sits 
there, gathering dust. Why? Because he has 
no motivation to use it at home. He trains 
harder and faster in the gym with his wife. 

I joined a gym, in Folkestone, because I 
only wanted to use a gym. Not the sauna, 
pool, or aerobics classes, just the gym. 

Fit-One, run by Ken Wildman, is brilliant. I 
have been a member for three weeks and the 
gains I have made in that time are greater 
than those made in five months at home. 

I have full use of all the equipment, I have 
Ken’s 30-plus years’ experience to guide me 
and his attitude and motivation to push me. 


At £17 a month - which works out at less 
than £200 a year - it is a bargain. If you 
want to change your physical appearance and 
improve your confidence no end, go and see 
Ken at Fit-One, above KFC in Sandgate 
Road, Folkestone. 

So after all that, to say training at home is 
the best way to go is a load of rubbish. 

The best way is to find a good gym where 
the owner is dedicated to getting his 
members to the level of fitness they want and 
it doesn’t cost the earth.

Environment is everything 

My name is Ken Wildman, owner of Fit-One 
Fitness Centre in Folkestone. 

I really felt I had to comment on last week’s 
article Working out how to cut costs from 
home’ as I am a personal trainer and also a 
gym owner. From personal experience and 
having been in the fitness industry for 30 
years, I must beg to differ with some of the 
comments made. 

First of all, and I quote, “with gym 
membership costing around £500”, well, our 
gym membership starts at £14 per month, 
which adds up to £168 per year. 

That’s in a gym with more than 60 
machines, a free weights room and 
experienced, trained staff to help motivate 
and instruct on the finer points of exercising. 

None of this is available in the home unless 
you are prepared to pay for a personal trainer, 
which can cost up to £50 per hour. I think 
this Hollywood-style personal trainer needs 
to get in the real world with real people. 

Training is about focus and discipline and 
I have to say that only too often people who 
have taken it upon themselves to train at 
home fall by the wayside. 

This is due to all their home comforts being 
close at hand, as well as interruptions 
encouraging them to put off the workout and 
not achieve the desired results. 

I would also like to add that some of the 
equipment you can buy for the home can cost 
way in excess of the most expensive fitness 
membership. Barely a week goes by that 


someone isn’t offering home equipment for 
sale below purchase price due to under-use. 

My advice: if it’s results you want, you first 
have to be in a fitness environment, and the 
home isn’t always the best environment. 

Also there is the point of instruction that 
you do not get at home. DVDs are not the 
best form of instruction as it is all too easy to 
get it wrong. 

There is a correct procedure for exercise 
and getting it wrong can result in injury, so 
for as little as £14 per month and on average 
£35 per month - that can be as little as £3.50 
per week -1 would say it is a small price to 
pay for supervised fully-equipped fitness. 

The benefits of the correct regime can put 
years on your life and make you feel great.

It's time to move on

What people need now is hope, not 
hate, and indeed a coalition of 
national and international 
campaign groups, trades unions, 
green and religious groups, along 
with some of the sensible smaller 
political groups and parties, has 
formed ahead of the G20 Summit. 

It is to campaign to Put People 
First, not just one group here or 
anywhere else, on the basis of jobs, 
justice and climate. To which I 
would just add homes. 

There are an estimated, and initial, 
400,000 jobs in the UK alone on offer 
in the green-collar sector alone. 

Add building new council houses 
and renovating all those empty flats 
being sat on by developers, and we 
can start housing those on the in¬ 
need lists as a way of helping to 
restart the economy. 

The violent and discredited 
ideologies of the far-right need to be 
consigned to the dustbin of history 
and, as most will do anyway, people 
should support the forward-looking 
and socially progressive movements 
and ideas that will provide a decent 
future for us all.

YOU can travel to Venice by car, 
train or plane - but the best way is 
to arrive by sea. 

It is the way the explorer Marco Polo 
returned to his Venice home, it is the route the 
spice traders took, the crusaders sailed 
through the waters surrounding this extraor¬ 
dinary city - and it is the way we arrived too. 

Our spirits rose and excitement mounted 
from the very moment we reached the Venice 
lagoon. In the very far distance we could see 
the familiar romantic skyline and the hairs 
stood up on the back of my neck. 

We followed the ancient route through the 
navigable waterway and then the astonishing 
beauty of St Mark’s Square was upon us - the 
Doge’s Palace, the Basilica, the Campanile - 
all laid out in the sparkling sunshine with the 
blue green water of the Adriatic lapping into 
the Grand Canal. 

It was one of those moments I knew I’d 
treasure for the rest of my life. 

For us arriving was the climax of an extra¬ 
ordinary cruise, which had taken us to other 
historic cities, including Rome, Florence and 
Athens. We gazed out on Venice from the bows 
of the Celebrity Summit, the 91,000-ton luxu¬ 
ry liner which had been our home for 12 days. 

The ship carries over 2,000 passengers in 
great comfort, with a very high standard of 
service offered by a crew trained to believe the 
customer is king. 

We joined the Summit in Barcelona after fly¬ 
ing from London. The first full day on board 
was spent at sea, drifting lazily towards 
Villefranche on the French Riviera across a 
very blue Mediterranean. 

There are plenty of dining choices on board 


and you dress up or down as you please. If you 
are worn out after a day ashore you can opt to 
eat in your stateroom or go casual and enjoy 
sushi and other dishes in the ship’s cafe. 

There is also a wide choice of what to do with 
your time. It seemed to me there were 2,000 
people having fun in 2,000 different ways. But 
life on board was just a means to an end: the 
destinations are what make a cruise special. 

M<yestic 

Villefranche was a great jumping-off point for 
Monte Carlo, Nice and Cannes. Then it was a 
short dash for the Summit to Livorno, gateway 
to Pisa, with its now-restored Leaning Tower 
and the majestic Renaissance city of Florence. 

This is a wonderful place, with beautiful 
buildings, moving works of art and the knowl¬ 
edge that when you tread the pavements you 
are following in the footsteps of the Medici, 
Leonardo, Michelangelo, Donatello - and even 
Machiavelli. You could spend days exploring 
but in the time available we at least got a pre¬ 


cious snapshot of the city and vowed to return. 

The following day the Summit docked in 
Civitavecchia, just a short journey from Rome. 
There was an organised tour in an air-condi¬ 
tioned coach but more independent-minded 
travellers could use the train to reach the 
great city and explore on their own. 

Next stop was Naples, with the Amalfi coast, 
Pompeii and Capri all options for the time 
ashore. 

After the volcanic island of Santorini, we 
docked next at Athens, the gigantic sprawling 
city which had the wonders of the Parthenon 
standing on the Acropolis to delight us. 

A day at sea allowed us to get our breath back 
before we arrived in Dubrovnik. This historic, 
walled Croatian city is a fascinating place to 
explore - and is all the more remarkable when 
you remember it was pulverised and then lov¬ 
ingly restored after the conflict that saw 
Yugoslavia fragment in disarray in the 90s. 

By the time it concluded in Venice the trip 
had lived up to all expectations.

Prices are still dropping 
but interest on the up 

HOUSE prices dropped by 1.3 per cent 
in February, bringing them to their low¬ 
est level since March 2005, according to 
property analysts Chesterton Humberts’ 
House Price Poll of Polls. 

The average house price is now 
£165,727, down from 16.1 per cent year 
on year from February 2008 and falling 
£32,185 from its peak in January 2008. 

Flats and terraces fared worst in the 
poll, with year-on-year declines of 17.6 
per cent and 16.9 per cent. House prices 
fell in all regions of the UK in February 
2009, with the exception of Scotland, 
where prices were flat. 

Robert Bartlett, chief executive of 
Chesterton Humberts, said: “While the 
decline appears to be slowing, the con¬ 
tinuing drop in house prices highlights 
the need for the Government to do more 
to assist recovery in the property sector. 

“The welcome news Northern Rock 
will be increasing mortgage lending 
needs to be followed up with a range of 
fiscal measures, including tax cuts and 
incentives for first-time buyers, similar 
to that implemented in the United States. 

“We are seeing strong demand for 
property, but this will not translate into 
sales until the lending and tax issues are 
resolved.” 

Increased supply cuts 
average rent values 

EXCESS supply and falling rents is a 
“pattern replicated over most of the UK”, 
according to FindaProperty rental index. 

Average rents for February of this year 
were £830 per calendar month, down 
£10 from January and £42 pcm com¬ 
pared with February 2008. 

FindaProperty said a surge in supply 
had pushed asking prices down by 1.2 
per cent in February and by 4.8 per cent 
over the year. 

However, the rental index also discov¬ 
ered how increased tenant activity had 
reduced the average time a property was 
on the market by one day to 70 days over 
the month. But time on the market 
remains up 15 days year-on-year. 

The North West experienced the worst 
decline, with annual rental prices down 
by 14.3 per cent to £592pcm from 
£645pcm. UK rental yield remained 
unchanged at 4.6 per cent for the fourth 
consecutive month. 

Andrew Smith, head of research, said: 
“The credit crunch and the downturn in 
the sales market have led to a very sig¬ 
nificant increase in activity in the 
rentals market.”

THE Government has been urged 
by housing groups to build its way 
out of recession by investing bil¬ 
lions of pounds into putting up 
100,000 new affordable homes over 
the next two years. 

With British construction and manufactur¬ 
ing hit hard by the financial downturn, the 
newly-formed 2020 Group says building more 
homes will give a boost to the economy, save 
thousands of construction jobs, avoid serious 
skills shortages and help stimulate long-term 
market stability. 

The 2020 Group, chaired by Kate Barker, the 
Prime Minister’s influential former housing 
adviser, says significant extra financial invest¬ 
ment is needed to keep supply going, support¬ 
ing private building and creating 100,000 new 
social homes over the next two years. 

Along with Ms Barker, the group consists of 
the National Housing Federation housing 
charity Shelter, the Local Government 
Association (LGA) and the TUC. 

Despite Government pledges to build thou¬ 
sands of new homes, the credit crunch has 
meant a collapse in house prices and lending, 
a severe drop in house-building and an esti¬ 
mated 450,000 job losses in the construction 
industry between 2008 and 2010. 

Federation chief executive David Orr said: 
“The group’s proposed house-building pro¬ 
gramme could kick-start the economy, save 
jobs and deliver new homes for more than 
200,000 people. This is a one-off chance for the 
Government to stimulate the economy and 
help meet housing need in one fell swoop.” 

Mr Orr added: ‘Without radical action many 
people in construction will lose their jobs and 
up to five million people could find themselves 
on housing waiting lists by the end of 2010. 

“This is the Government’s chance to help us 


A MASSIVE drop in sales and a write-down in 
the value of assets because of the property 
market fall-off led to a £78.7 million pre-tax 
loss for Kent company Bovis Homes last year. 

That compared with a £123.6 million profit 
in 2007. But the housebuilder, which has its 
head office at New Ash Green, said it was 
hopeful that activity would begin to improve 
as lower house prices and interest rates fed 
through into the market.

current market conditions. 

It has renewed bank loans - a positive sign 
about its stability - and started 2009 with a 
large number of finished stock homes which it 
aims to sell at a good margin. 

The company has secured 772 reservations 
for legal completion in 2009, compared with 
1,262 at the same point in 2008. 

Despite this 39 per cent fall, Bovis said the 
330 reservations from private buyers in the 
first nine weeks of the year represented a 22

The 2020 Group’s call comes as PM Gordon 
Brown and Chancellor Alastair Darling work 
towards announcing a major financial stimu¬ 
lus package in April’s budget. The group wants 
major investment in house-building included 
in the Government’s figures as a certain way 
of supporting the economy. 

Ms Barker said: “Support for housing today 
offers excellent value in terms of sustaining 
economic activity and reduces the risk of a 
very severe loss of capacity in the housing and 
related industries. There is real concern that 
the present fall in home-building is sowing the 
seeds of the next boom.” 

She added: “Social housing waiting lists are 
rising. This package meets an urgent need.”

VAUXHALL has created its first 
ecoFLEX version of the UK market’s best¬ 
selling midi-MPV, the seven-seat Zafira. 

The greener Zafira uses a new ultra¬ 
clean 1.7-litre diesel emitting just 
139g/km of C02, qualifying for £120/year 
road tax and dropping four levels to 
18 per cent for company car drivers’ 
benefit in kind tax - the lowest for any 
UK seven-seater. 

The ecoFLEX also averages around 
53mpg and is available in all five Zafira 
trim levels, starting from £17,310. 



Insight ready to shake 
a few hybrid feathers 


HONDA’S holy grail is hydrogen tech¬ 
nology, but the Japanese brand also 
wants to stay in the hybrid race. 

Its new Insight hatchback hybrid, due 
in April and priced from £15,490, will 
pressurise Toyota’s hybrid market-lead¬ 
ing Prius and even eco-diesel versions of 
mainstream conventional cars like the 
Ford Focus, Vauxhall Astra and VW Golf.

cornering ability detract from driving pleasure 
too; you never feel the Aveo will lose itself, but 
more certainty would be good. 

Not surprisingly, this sloppy feel benefits the 
car’s ride quality; it can still be crashy on a 
poorly maintained country road, but everyday 
comfort is better than average. 

Motorway refinement is also not bad, but 
engine and wind noise intrude. 

Our flagship 1.4-litre LT five-door looks 
expensive at £9,545, but you should expect a 
discount and it comes with alloys, front fogs, a 
rear spoiler, leather trimmed steering wheel 
with audio controls and even a folding table on 
the back of the front passenger seat. 

On the other hand, more ‘basic’ versions 
exemplify Chevy’s long-running strength as 
General Motors’ value brand and why it has 
made such gains in market share - its UK 
slice grew by more than a quarter last year, 
and will surely grow as the nation tightens its 
belt over the next 12 months. 

Keep your ‘Chevy lev/ low by opting for 
cheaper models then and you will buy a small 
hatchback that undercuts many bargain 
rivals yet offers distinctive styling and more 
interior space.

MPVs have stolen sales from more traditional sectors of the motor market, but do people gain enough extra space at the cost 
of less driver satisfaction, higher purchase prices and boring styling? Fact is, you can have much of what a used MPV offers by 
checking out second-hand conventional estate cars. Admittedly, one of our contenders here is seen more as an MPV, but we make 
no apology - the well-built Ford C-Max drives so well that is feels more like a car and yet has MPV space and flexibility. 



HISTORY will show this was a pivotal model for Ford. The C-Max has 
proved to be the first 'driver's MPV' even if it was criticised for lack¬ 
ing the seven seats of the rival Vauxhall Zafira. However, the virtues 
of smart looks, excellent build and affordable high spec models can 
be added to good handling. With jointly developed and smoother 
diesels from Ford's partnership with Peugeot-Citroen, the C-Max can 
also compete with anything for refinement, economy and power. 


IF you have not yet woken to used Skoda bargains, smell the coffee 
now with one of the best - the stylish estate spin-off from the 
brand's own wake-up model, the Octavia. Diesels are the pick across 
both Octavia generations, though petrols can be bargains and the 
scorching vRS will put a smile on the face. The Octavia estate's 
real ace though is space within the modest dimensions of a VW 
Golf-based platform and there are even 4x4 versions too. 


YOU could be forgiven for thinking we would recommend the 
Vectra estate here, but that is a truly massive car using a longer 
wheelbase. Its hatchback sister is more plentiful and deceptively 
spacious.

Avoid banana skin of 
compensation claims 

TWO of the most common causes of acci¬ 
dents on premises where the public have 
access are slips and trips, so firms can 
save millions in compensation claims by 
taking a little care and attention. 

That’s the message to Kent companies 
from Ray Johnson of Folkestone-based 
Independent Insurance Services. He said: 
“A simple slip or trip can lead to a totally 
disproportionate claim. It’s important that 
businesses minimise risks. This includes 
not only buildings but car parks, yards 
and walk ways.” 

He recommends making sure premises 
are well lit and in good condition, whether 
access surfaces get slippeiy, and to make 
sure there is nothing to trip over. 

He added: “Employees need to be briefed 
as to the risks and trained to take imme¬ 
diate action if anything is dropped or haz¬ 
ards are left in open areas. Special care 
needs to be taken when doing work on the 
premises or employing subcontractors. 

‘Work must be carefully planned and it 
is crucial to select a competent contractor 
and ensure that if you are using your own 
employees that they have the right skills. 
And ensure contractors have adequate 
insurance. 

“There was a recent case when a mem¬ 
ber of the public slipped on a flower petal 
in front of a railway station stall. 

“Damages were eventually awarded at 
£1.5 million. Slips and trips can be veiy 
expensive and most can be avoided with 
care and attention.” 

Thousands see the gain 

LAST year 6,374 employees across Kent 
and Medway gained qualifications 
through Train to Gain, a training pro¬ 
gramme run by the Learning and Skills 
Council, according to latest figures. 

More than 10,000 have signed up for 
this year, an increase of more than 30 per 
cent. The LSC says that despite the credit 
crunch employers in the county are still 
seeing the benefits. The LSC works with 
Kent Partnership, Kent Economic Board 
and a sub-groups such as the 
Employment and Skills Board to help 
identify local learning and skills needs. 


Is more-than-profit 
your route to Eden?

WANNABE entrepreneurs are being urged to think about 
going for what are called social enterprises instead of the 
usual business model of just go-for-profit. 


They obviously do make profits, but 
they also have social and environmen¬ 
tal targets. Think the Eden Project in 
Cornwall, the Big Issue magazine 
group and Jamie Oliver’s north 
London restaurant Fifteen. 

Business people often talk about the 
“bottom line”, meaning profits, but 
with social enterprises they talk of the 
“triple bottom line” - trading in goods 
or services for social and environmen¬ 
tal aims as well. 

Some commentators say they are 
not-for-profit firms, lumping them in 
with outfits such as straight charities 
in the third sector or social economy. 

But, more accurately, they are 
“more-than-profit” firms - the more 
businesslike end of the third sector. 

Motivated 

So, that’s what they are, but are they 
worth going for? If you can come up 
with another Eden Project, you bet, 
but there are many successful ones 
with lower profiles. 

Kent people wanting to check out 
the idea can go along to a free work¬ 
shop on social enterprises being run by 
Business Link, the Government-fund¬ 
ed business advice and support serv¬ 
ice. 

It’s at 2pm at the Marriott Tudor 
Park Hotel and Country Club, 
Maidstone, on Monday, April 6. 

Jennifer Bentley, customer services 
manager at Business Link, said: 
“Many people are motivated to set up 
an organisation which will benefit the 
community or an issue which they feel 
passionately about.

“We offer specific support and work¬ 
shops to give new social enterprises 
the best chance of survival. The work¬ 
shops are suitable for business owners 
with little previous knowledge or expe¬ 
rience of social enterprise to find out 
whether this is a viable model for their 
venture.” 

Apparently, about seven per cent of 
small- and medium-sized enterprises 
(SMEs) in the South East are defined 
as social enterprises. 

According to Business Link 
research, a key barrier for them is a 
lack of general awareness and under¬ 
standing of what they are. A survey of 
1,200 owners and managers revealed 
that 77 per cent had either not heard 
of the term or had no idea what it 
meant. 

Business Link has designed the 
workshops to help delegates consider 
the issues identified in the research, 
such as how to find and attract finance 
and choose the best legal status. 
Workshop participants will leave with 
a list of next steps. 

Social enterprises can be set up as 
one of a number of legal entities, for 
example, as a community interest 
company (CIC), industrial and provi¬ 
dent society (IPS), or companies limit¬ 
ed by guarantee and shares.

IT is sometimes said you should never meet 
your heroes for fear of being disappointed, but 
try telling that to Folkestone’s players who 
spent the day training with the England team.
